Edmonton, Sept. 21—Creamery re- 
ports compiled to the end of August 
show a decrease this” year of 1314 per 
cent., as against the -totals for the 
same .pefiod last year, ‘stated” "CO. P. 
Marker, provincial dairy commission- 
er. The production curve continues 
downward as figures for the past 
month by themselves show a decrease 
of 14 per cent, from August of 1927. 
Better quality, however, was noted.

LINE COMPANIES LOSE 
$2,000,000 BY HAIL IN-ALBERTA 


In addition to the heavy hail losses 
incurred by +the Hail Insurance 
Board of\ Alberta, line insurance com- 
panies operating in the province it 
was learned on Friday have also suf- 
fered a loss of about two million dol- 
lars over and above the amount re- 


‘ceived by premiums, The total amount 


paid out in claims has been in the 
neighborhood of ,four million dollars. 
This, with the claims dealt with by 
the Hail Insurance Board, brings the 
total amgunt paid out this season to 
more than five and one-half million 
dollars. 

Some of the line insurance com- 
panies it is stated, had been excep- 
tionally heavy hit as they carried a 
large amount of insurance in the dis- 
tricts that received the brunt’ ofthe 
big storm on August 11. 


In face of the large losses last sea- 
son and again this year it is consid- 
ered probable that some of the com- 
panies will discontinue to write hail 
insurance in Alberta. Others dgain 
are taking their heavy losses smiling 
in the hope that they will be able to 
recoup themselves next year.

West Palm Beach, Florida, Sept. 22.

272 MILLIONAIRES IN CANADA 


A recent. report states that there 
are 272 millionaires in’ Canada. Of 
this total 91 reside in the province of 
Quebec, 76 of whom are in the city of 
Montreal, the largest city in Canada.

of garbage or filth, With a very short 
incubation period (two weeks) it can 
be seen how rapidly ‘flies will multi- 
ply unless -they are controlled.

The solution should be 
applied about every second day or suf- 
ficiently often to ensure that all mag- 

gots are destroyed. 

For the few that will escape this 
treatment a cone trap should be em- 
ployed. Placed in a sunny place, with 
tasty bait such as molasses and water 
it will account for most of-those left.

Threshing is in full swing in prac- 
tically every section of Alberta, with 
the average wheat yield in the vicin- 


ity of 28 bushels per acre over the] 


province from Lacombe south, accord- 
ing to etimates of The Herald corre- 
reporting from a_ large 
number of points for the eleventh 
crop summary “of the season. 

Yields of fifty bushels to the acre 
are common in every locality for sum- 
mer fallow wheat, the reports state, 
while the average on stubble land will 
exceed twenty bushels per acre. 
Frost damage will undoubtedly be 
more extensive than at first thought, 
but many localities report no injury 
from any source, Grades are running 
two and three for the most part, with 
threshing approximately thirty per 
cent completed. 

Combines and swather attachments 
have -been used with great success 
this season in: large numbers, while 
motor trucks by the thousands: are 
rushing grain to the markef on ex- 
cellent roads. Conditions on the 
whole are said to be the best in 
years.—Calgary Herald.

He made 
aa radical improvement in the ther- 
mometer by carrying out his\own idea 
of first partly filling the tube with al- 
‘cohol and then hermetically “sealing 
the open end. Tuscany’s measure of 
heat became the {first thermometer to 
act independently of atmospheric pres- 
sute, : 

Given these initial starts, the use 
and manufacture of thermomefers be- 
came widespread. The industry built 
up by the Florentines grew famous 
and its products came to be used 
throughout the entire continent until 
they were replaced by the Fahrenheit 
instruments. 

Although the fundamental princi} 
ples of the ‘thermometer had been 
thoroughly established and its use per- 
fected in 1640, there still remained 
great confusion concerning the gradu- 
ation of the scale. We learn from a 
book written in 1730 by Barnadinus 
Teleius that no two instruments ever 
managed to have tHe same scale and 
that the problem of a standard scale 


a|was agitating the minds of all the 


sreat scientists of the day. 

Robert Hooke and Robert Boyle, of 
the Royal Society in London, were the 
first to realize the absolute necessity

‘His scale gave the freezing and boll 


212 degrees, respectively, giving .an 
interval of 180 degrees. Many reasong 
have been given as to why Fahrenheit 
chose .to graduate the freezing and 
‘boiling points into 180 divisions, one 
being that slice he was an astron- 
omical instrument maker and as_ his 
machines divided into a full circle, or 
360 divisions, ho used a half circle for 
his scale. 

Bo that as it may, the fact remains 
that the Fahrenheit scale proved it- 
self the possessor of undoubtable ad- 
vantages for meteorological work and 
that it is still retained in most Hng- 
lish-speaking countries. 


There are two other thermometric 
scales which enjoy fairly common us- 
age—the Reaumur and the centri- 
grade, Of these the Reaumur wag in- 
vented in 1727 by, Reaumur, a French 
physicist, and designated a scale on 
which the freezing point was zero and 
the boiling point 80 degrees. -. Anders 
Selsius, professor of astronomy at’the 
Tniversity of Upsala, proposed a scale 
in 1742 whose freezing point was 100 
degrees and whose boiling point was 
zero. -These points were afterwards 
reversed by Christin, of Lyons, ‘and 
became the centigrade scale. 

It is interesting to note that no.na- 
tion makes popular use of the thermo- 
metric scale designed by its own citi- 
zen. The thermometer built by ‘the 
German Fahrenheit in Holland is used 
almost entirely by the English-speéak- 
ing countries; that invented by ° “the 
Frenchman Reaumur is not. used at all 
in France, but is well thought of in 
Germany, and‘the scale designed: by 
Celsius, the Swede, and modified by 
Christin, of Lyons, is used mostly. in 
France, Belgium and Switzerland:

Electrical Facts of Canada 


(By Arthur J. Canatin, in Alberta Municipal Research Bulletin) 

Pago IV. of the Nineteenth Annual 
‘Report of the Ontario Hydro-Blectric 
Power Commission is well worth 
reading. tI gives, an idea of the low 
cost at which electric energy is sold 
in Ontario.

When will Alberta have service at 
a comparable. cost? Likely not until 
the , Provincial Government has a 
Commission similar to Ontario Hydro- 
Hlectric Power Commission. 

The cost of power to the mass of 
people is what interests most of us 
who have electric light bills to pay. 
The statistics tabulated herewith I 
am sure will prove interesting, show-|' 
ing as they do the cost of a 20 kilo- 
watt-hour , and 60 kilowatt-hour 
monthly bill for a number of places 
in Quebec, Ontario and Alberta; They 
show also that the rates offered to the 
various municipalities are anything 
but low compared to what the rates 
should be in this Province when 
properly served with hydro-electric 
power. 

It will be noted that Quebec pays 
from eight to several hundred per 
cent more for its electrical energy 
than what Ontario does. It will also 
be noted that excepting in the largest 
cities of Quebec the rates are lowest 
where the plants are municipally 
owned. , 

In 1911 only those places named in 
Quebec and Alberta had electric 
light service. Today there are over 
130 electric light and power plants in 
this Province. It goes without say- 
ing that a large majority are small 
plants, yet these small plants are 
just the kind to educate the rural 
population to the great advantage of 
using electricity. 

A few comments on the statistics 
given will prove interesting: 

The net revenue per kilowatt-hour 
as reported in “Census. of Industry, 
1925” should be nearer correct than 
those advertised. ro 

Quebec has a much smaller number 
of consumers, 27.14 and 41.77 respect- 
ively-of the total for Canada. 

_Ontario has 166,602 more customers 
than Quebec, showing that Ontario is 
doing. more of a retail. business than 
Quebec. It goes without saying that 
doing a retail -business is more ex- 
pensive than a wholesale. 

The ‘average revenue per customer 
is-much larger in Quebec than Ontario 
—$71.30 and $55.30 "respectively.

In a newspaper 
report of recent date, we see that 
Saskatchewan will soon have a system 
of distributing electricity on a large 
scale, 

Alberta should not lose the oppor: 
tunity of harnessing its large amount 
of available water power to the ad- 
vantage of its citizens and the material 
benefit to be derived therefrom, 

The Alberta Government should not 
hesitate any longer in launching into 
a Provincial system, It already has 
the telephone system and the present 
lines could be used in many instances | 
after proper alterations are made, to 
deliver power at say 2,200 to 4,000 
volts to farms within 5 to 8 miles from 
a station serving the smaller towns 
and villages.
